A PROCL AMATION 


Prohibiting the contrivance or Subſcription of any Petitions or Papers for the promo- 
ting of Deſigns dangerous to the peace of the Common- wealth. 


e Mꝛzalmuch as this Committee hath received certain Pnfozmation of ſeveral de⸗ 
iigns andendeavours of perſons (ll-affected to the publique Peace and good of 
this Common-wealth, by untruerepozts and ſuggeſtions, to beget and foment 

BW ESL diltempers in the mindes of the People, and thereby, under ſpectous pzetences, 
to pꝛomote their own pꝛivate and finiſter ends and deſigns, to the endangering 
the Peace and Dafety of the Common-wealth : And that in ozder to ſuch: ats 
tempts divers of the ſaid ill diſpoſed perſons, have let on foot Papers under colour of Pett- 
tions, of their own framing, and labour to get ſubſcriptions thereunto in and about the City 
of Londonand other parts, the better tocountenance thetr own miſchievous intentions againſt 
the Peace. of. the Ration; The Committee of Safety knowing of how dangerous conſequence it 
may be to the Inhabltants of the Cities of Landon and Welknminlter, ag Well as the whole 
Common⸗ wealth, tf the fame be not pꝛevented: And leaſt any may, by the plauſible pꝛetentes 
of ſuch men, be leduced and dzawn in to write their names to ſuch Papers foz the carrying on 
of defigns tending to the ruine of themſelves and theſe Nations, The ſaid Committee of Safe- 
ty have thought fit to Publiſh and declare their reſentments of ſuch undue and dangerous pꝛa⸗ 
ctiſes , And do hereby pꝛohibite and foꝛbid all and every perſon and perſons whatſoever, to 
contrive, promote or ſubſcribe any ſuch Papers, as are now, oꝛ ſhall be on foot in and about the 
Cities of London and Weſtminſter, foz the ends and deſigns afozeſaid, oz to endeavour oz ſolli⸗ 
cite the getting Hands oz ſubſcriptions unto any ſuch Papers: And that if any ſuch Paper be 
offered to any per ſon oz perſons to be by them ſubſcribed, that ſuch perſon to whom the ſame 
ſhall be tendered do ſuppꝛels the ſame, oz give inkoꝛmation thereof to the Lozd Mayor of the 
Cityof London, the Alderman of the Ward, oz next Juſtice of the Peace, who are hereby en- 
joyned and required, to cauſe the perſon ſo endeavouring to get hands thereunto, to be appꝛe⸗ 
hended, and kept in ſafe cuſtody, and ſuch Papers ſuppzelſed. And this Committee do re- 
quire ahd enjoyn, that no perſon oz perſons whatſoever, do after the Publication hereof, pꝛo⸗ 
mote ſuch Papers oꝛ Subſcriptions, oz endeavour to get hands or ſubſcriptions thereunto, as 
they tender the good and peace of the ſaid Cities and this Common-wealth, and as they deſire 
to avoid being accounted dilturbers and enemies thereof. Given at the Committee of Safety at
